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INDIFFERENCE 
TO LEPROSY 

Few people will have read the 
official replies to Dr. S. N. Chau’s 
questions on leprosy at Tues- 
day’s meeting of the Urban 
‘Council without feeling that ‘the 
subject is one ‘on which the 
authorities are displaying an at- 
titude which borders on indiffer- 
ence. Whilst denying that there, 
exists at present a colony of 
lepers in Kowloon, the Govern- 
ment spokesman stated tHat in 
September last .a number of 
shacks, inhabited by squatters, 
were found near Tong Mei 
Market, and that approximately 
‘n dozen of these squatters show- 
ed signs of leprosy. He added 
that the shacks were cleared 
away, but .the lepers were’ not 
rounded up. In other words, 
whilst there was evidence of the 
existence of the disense, the 
authorities, so far from attempt- 
ing to cope. with its possible 
spread, were content to disperse 
the sufferers and allow them 
freely to mix. with the com- 
munity and become «a possible 
source of danger thereto. This 
action is all the more inexplicable 
when it is borne in mind ‘that 
in 1935 the Government secured 
the passage of a new. Lepers 
Ordinance, under which power 
was given not only to appoint 

| places as‘leper settlements, but 
also to order segregution where 
considered necessary and to pro- 
vide for the medical treatment 
of sufferers. The Ordinance 
also makes provision for, inquiry’ 
into cases of alleged leprosy. In 
the case under notice, the 
authorities traced ‘a batch of. 
actual, not alleged, lepers; yet,

Mr. T. M. Hazlerigg 
Leaves To-day 


A popular official who has made ° 


some kindly impressions by 
‘reason of his public work outside 
th sphere of his duties, leaves 
by the P. and O. Ranpura to-day 
in the person of Mr. T. M. 


Hazlerigg, retiring Crown Solici- - 


tor of the Hongkong Govern- 
ment. 


Mr. Hazlerigg arrived in the 
Colony on Christmas Day, 1920, 
on his appointment as Assistant 
Crown Solicitor, and during the 
period of his service here acted 
as Land Officer, Crown Solicitor, 
Treasury Solicitor, Deputy Re- 
gistrar of the Supreme, Court 
and Police Magistrate, until, in 
1929, re was appointed Supreme 
Court Registrar. He returned 
to the Crown Solicitor’s office in 
1932, and in November of that 


_. year he assumed duty on sub- 


stantive appointment as Regis- 
trdr of the Supreme Court, Re- 
gistrar of Companies, Official 
Administrator and Official Trus- 
tee. In 1935, he was for a time 
again acting as Crown Solicitor, 
and in November last he wis 
appointed Crown Solicitor, a post 
which he has since filled. : 


Born in 1882, Mr. Hazlerigg 
was admitted a solicitor in Eng- 
land in 1906. . He practised in 
Leicester for some time and be- 
came Secretary of the Leicester 
branch of the National Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, of the National Coun- 
cil of which he was made an 
Honorary member in’ 1933 in 


recognition of ‘his services to the 


Hongkong $.P.C. 
» When the Great War broke 
out, Mr. Hazlerigg sccured .a 


commission, as Lieutenant, in 
the Royal Army Service Corps. 


He held this rank until 1915,. 


when he was promoted Captain, 
and remained inthe Army until 
1920, serving in France, North 
Russia, and Austria. He: was 
awarded the Military Cross on 
May 21, 1918. © : . 


Some ten years after Mr, Haz- 
lerigg’s arrival in Hongkong, it 
was decided to form the Society 
for the Protection of Children, 
the origin of the movement be- 
ing despatches which had passed 
between Lord Passfield,. then 
Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, and Sir Ceci] Clementi, 
then Governor of. the Colony.

Research workers at Bedford 
College, Regent's Park, London, have 
been looking into the matter, They 
find thatthe teeth of Matdon rabbits 
contaln five times the normal amount 
of fluorine and. the local grass three 
times as much. Well water has ten 
times as much fluorine in it as London 
tap-water, : 

It has been known for some time 
that traces of fluorine, from volcanoes 
or chemical works, can get Into the 
soll and unset cattle. Now it seems 
that as little as one part per million 
of the substance in drinking water 
cnn affect teeth.
